Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
February 24, 2006 has been entered. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. Claim. 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lemetyinen et al. (5,664,731) in view of Kettlety et al. (4,867,870) and Wick (5,746,250). 

Lemetyinen discloses a shower head spray device comprising: an elongated 
spray header 12; a drain opening 1 1 ; a valve 10. Lemetyinen discloses, in column 3, 
line 58, a rotation means to rotate shaft 13 but does not discloses a motor Motors are 
well known in the art for imparting rotational motion. Kettley discloses an electric motor 
28 and programmable logic controller 40 to rotate brush 26 in spray header 20. 
Applicant discloses, in his specification, on page 6, paragraph [0027], that a motor 
having a microprocessor is well known and available from Oden Control AB in Sweden. 
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It would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to have used the motor of Oden Control AB as the rotation means in the 
device of Lemetyinen as taught by Kettley for automation. 

Additionally, Lemetyinen discloses neither a local controller nor a central 
operation controller. Wick teaches a plurality of motors 66, 68, 70 controlled by a 
programmable controller 64. The programmable controller 64 has a local controller (the 
portion of controller 64 that produces a plurality of unique activation signals to control 
motors 66, 68, 70) and a central operation controller (the portion of controller 64 in 
which the user programs information). It would have been obvious to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to have used the controller of Wick to 
control the device of Lemetyinen for automation 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 15 and 16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 12, 15 and 16 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
